French Chief 
Curtails Tour 
Of Morocco 


RABAT, French Morocco t* — 
P resident G eneral G ilbert Grand- 
val has broken off his first tour 
of violence-ridden French Morocco. 
At least 25 M oroccans were killed 
in nationalist dem onstrations dur­ 
ing his 
first two stops on the 
swing around the North African 
protectorate. 
Grandval, nam ed to head 
the 
French 
adm inistration 
in 
June, 
had planned his tour through the 
m ajor Moroccan cities to talk with 
native leaders about his plans for 
liberalizing French rule. 
Sources close to him said he re ­ 
fused to negotiate in “ a clim ate 
of tension.” 
Police fired three tim es on dem ­ 
onstrators stoning them during the 
governm ent chief’s visit to Meknes 
yesterday. At least 15 nationalists 
were killed and 49 Moroccans, po­ 
licem an and French troops were 
wounded in the clashes. 
When G randval visited M arra­ 
kech last week, IO Moroccai.s were 
killed and 27 wounded in sim ilar 
clashes. 
The rioting in both Meknes and 
M arrakech involved crowds shout­ 
ing for the return 
of 
ex-Sultan 
M ohammed 
Ben 
Youssef. 
The 
French exiled him to M adagascar 
two years ago because of his na-1 
tionalist leanings and replaced him 
with Ben Arafa,/ his uncle.

“ I think Galveston should have 
its prostitutes In a red light dis­ 
trict w here they are known f o r 
what they are and we can exercise 
some degree of regulation over 
them .”

U.S.-China Talks 
May Be Widened 


lf Reds Free 51 Americans, 
Yanks To Discuss Other Issues 


WASHINGTON UP — The U nited 
States 
was 
described 
today 
as 
ready to discuss a num ber of F a r 
E ast problem s directly with Com­ 
m unist China if the Reds 
agree 
to free 51 Am erican citizens. 
U.S. officials said Red China’s 
attitude toward this long-stand­ 
ing American demand would de­ 
termine the scope of the special 
conference which will begin next 
Monday in Geneva. 
If the Chinese Reds refuse to re ­ 
lease l l A m erican airm en and 40 
civilians, they said, there will be 
no point in talking about o t h e r 
tensions, such as a Form osa cease­ 
fire. 
However, 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Dulles said the United States 
in­ 
tends to find out whether Red Chi­ 
na will accept a cease-fire. 
He added that the Am erican rep­ 
resentative at the Geneva m eeting 
will b e ready to listen to and dis­ 
cuss any m atter which Red China 
brings up which directly involves 
Red China and the United States.

Road-Building 
Bill Nearing 
Vote In House 


WASHINGTON UP - The biggest 
road-building program in history 
headed for a crucial House battle 
today am id conflicting claims as to 
who would com e out the winner. 
A dm ittedly uncertain was Rep. 
Fallon (D-M d), author of the m eas­ 
ure for $48Vi billion in federal and 
state road construction over the 
next 13 years. 
As approved by the House Pub­ 
lic W orks Com m ittee and cleared 
by the rules group, the legislation 
carries 
D em ocratic - sponsored 
autom otive tax increases totaling 
$12,423,000,000 over a 16-year peri­ 
od. President Eisenhower recom ­ 
m ended the money should be rais­ 
ed through long-term bonds. How­ 
ever, S ecreatry of the T reasury 
H um phrey has indicated the 
ad­ 
m inistration m ight go along with 
the tax plan. 
The Rules Comm ittee stipulated 
no am endm ents would be allowed 
to the bill’s tax section, but said a 
general substitute would be in or­ 
der. Rep. Dondero of 
Michigan, 
ranking Republican on the Public 
Works C om m ittee, arranged to of­ 
fer E isenhow er’s bond financing 
plan as a substitute. The Senate 
passed a road-building bill with no 
financing provision.

WASHINGTON 
UU — President 
Eisenhow er told 
the nation 
last 
night a spark of world peace was 
ignited at the Big Four conference. 
But he said much patience 
and 
sacrifice and “ some giving on each 
side” will be needed ts keep that 
spark alive. 
Winding up a radio-TV report 
on last week’s talks—which, he 
said, included no secret agree­ 
ments—the President declared: 
“ I believe that only with pray­ 
erful patience, intelligence, cour­ 
age and tolerance — never forget­ 
ting vigilance and prudence — can 
we keep alive the spark ignited at 
Geneva. 
“ We, all of us, individually and 
as a people, have possibly 
t h e 
most difficult assignm ent of our 
nation’s history. Likewise, we have 
the m ost shining opportunity ever 
possessed 
by 
A m ericans. 
May 
these truths inspire us, never dis­ 
may us.” 
He said the “ acid test” of the 
Geneva talks will come next Octo­ 
ber, when the Big Four foreign 
m inisters m eet to seek 
specific 
agreem ents on some of the broad 
problem s taken up by their chiefs.

“ THEN IS WHEN reconciliation 
and som e giving on each side will 
be definitely necessary,” he said.

“ Now, for myself, I do not be­

HONG KONG—Corruption and 
deception are thriving in Commun­ 
ist China with upsetting effect on 
the five-year industrial plan, which 
was to convert an agricultural 
country into a highly industrial­ 
ized state to be ready for ‘'wars 
of liberations.” 
A crisis is approaching as seen 
in Chinese Communist newspapers 
received here. Cases of corruption 
have become widespread since the 
^governm ent look ov:r many pri­ 
vate 
factories, 
plants, 
shipping 
companies, firms and enterprises 
in the name of joint government 
and commercial management. 
The Ta Kung Pao, influential 
newspaper in Tientsin, says the 
number of corruption cases from 
early 1953, to June, 1954, reached 
1,268 involving 1,826 persons and 
an equivalent of about $5 million 
(U.S.) which is quite a lot of 
gooney In impoverished Red China. 
These figures were based on re­ 
ports from the departments of 
commerce, bureaus of commerce in 
25 provinces and the ‘‘ministry of 
commerce of the Central People’s 
government in Peiping.” 
For the gntire year in 1954 the 
number of cases and persons in­ 
volved exceeded those of 1953 as 
indicated by reports of the bureaus 
of commerce in Shanghai, Tientsin, 
#Hankow and Chungking. In Shang­ 
hai, one of the chief industrial 
centers, the cases of corruption in­ 
creased by 57 per cent involving 
251 persons employed in 21 pro­ 
curing agencies and enterprises. 
• 
• 
• 
IN KHUN, MANCHURIA, the 
government-operated trade offices 
reported last year 309 cases of 
corruption were registered with 
333 persons involved. The offend­ 
e r s included cashiers, clerks, ac­ 
countants, purchasing agents, ac­ 
cording to the Ta Kung Pao. 
Most offenses were conspiracies 
between government officials and 
merchants, who set up bogus com­ 
panies just to defraud the govern­ 
ment on a big scale, says the same 
newspaper. 
“Everybody in Red China seeks 
enjoyment and vanity,” The East, 
rn. weekly magazine, says. 
“The 
^object of the Communist revolu­ 
t i o n is to have a luxurious liveli­ 
hood. It is not to eat coarse food 
and wear ragged clothes. There­ 
fore, many party workers (civil 
servants) are indulging in dancing 
and fooling around with women.

According to the Statistics bu­ 
reau, the causes of the erroneous 
and shaky reports are attributed 
to carelessness of the workers, 
their lack of experience and train­ 
ing, unsound system of compila­ 
tion, irresponsibility and deliberate 
fraud.

stock. Shipments to two cities had 
to be suspended wTiile supply to 
another two cities was reduced by 
a half. 
As a result, construction work 
in the four cities was held up. 
There were payments of compen­ 
sation and fines for the failure in 
delivery. 
Such discrepancy in figures was 
found also in agricultural and for­ 
estry production. All in all, pub­ 
lic confidence in government fig­ 
ures is much shaken and Com­ 
munist war potential is believed 
by observers not* so terrific as the 
hints given out by Peiping.

Blamed For 


New Inflation 


English Battling Now; 
U.S. Hinted A s Being 
In Vulnerable Position 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK UPI — Prosperity— 
that pleasant companion—is being 
cited today as the villain that is 
inducing a new brush with infla­ 
tion in England and could just pos­ 
sibly be pushing the United States 
into a return bout. 
Good times are favoring both na­ 
tions. Employment is high, wages 
rising smartly, incomes up, and 
stores full of tempting items. So 
people put out cash freely for gad­ 
gets, homes or services, and in­ 
creasingly buy more on time. The 
very easy payments take much of 
the frightening look out of the 
price tags. 
In the United States, so far, in­ 
flation is just something that the 
cautious fear might recur if pros­ 
perity induces speculative excess. 
In England it’s already back, its 
foot in the door in spite of govern­ 
ment efforts to forestall it. 
The cost of living has just taken 
a jump there. Retail prices are at 
a record high. And the price of 
coal—a prime budget item for most 
British householders—has just been 
hiked 18 per cent. This week the 
price of steel goes up an average 
of 5 per cent. 
Since coal powers much of Bri­ 
tish industry, and steel is basic to 
manufacturing, there is fear that 
higher prices will soon spread to 
coke and the many products made 
of steel, and rates for electricity, 
gas and freight will climb higher. 
Coal production has declined in 
England. But eager to hold its 
traditional 
markets, 
Britain 
ex­ 
ports l l to 12 million tons a year. 


To make up the deficit and meet 
the demand of it,s own booming 
industries, it has imported about 
12 million tons. It prefers to buy 
our coal, for example, than to risk 
Americans capturing its old mar­ 
kets. 
To combat this new inflationary 
pressure, the British government 
is trying to check spending by 
hiking 
interest 
rates, 
squeezing 
credit, and imposing stiffer curbs 
on instalment buying. 
In the United States price hikes 
have so far been confined mostly 
to the primary industrial materials. 
Steel, copper, lead, zinc, aluminium 
and silver have gone up. Further 
price hikes are expected by some. 
Wages have climbed this year 
much faster and further than last. 
The real threat of future infla­ 
tion 
here 
seems 
to lie in the 
chance that so much prosperity 
may foster speculation — may in­ 
duce consumers to ignore rising 
prices 
and 
stock 
up 
on 
goods 
bought on time—may cause busi­ 
nessmen to build up excess inven­ 
tories, to expand their plants too 
optimistically—may lead to excess 
use of credit. 
Barring a spree of over-buying 
and over-borrowing, however, pros­ 
perity could be our pleasant com­ 
panion for quite a spell yet.

The delightful modern English 
princess of today, whose affairs of 
the heart have set sympathetic

It was over four centuries ago 
that the lovely Princess Mary of 
England, younger sister of the fa­ 
mous King Henry VIEL, pursued

a fearless defender of the throne.

like 
Townsend, 
Brandon 
had contracted a previous mar­ 
riage which partially stood in the 
way of his wedding the king’s 


younger sister, but Brandon even­ 
tually solved this part of the prob­ 
lem by obtaining a papal annul­ 
ment of his earlier marriage. 
Romanticists the world over are 
hoping that Margaret and Town­ 
send don't have the rocky road to 
final wedded bliss traveled by the 
lovely Sixteenth Century Mary and 
her soldier.

In what surely must have been 
one of the strangest marital bar­ 
gains made in a long time—a bar­ 
gain one cannot imagine the pres­ 
ent 
ruler, 
Queen 
Elizabeth 
ll, 
making with her adored younger 
sister—King Henry VHI is reputed 
to have told Mary that if she would 
marry the French king for him 
"this time, you can marry next 
time to suit yourself.” 
In those days, a royal princess 
had even less control over her own 
destiny and soon Mary found her­ 
self queen of France in accordance 
with her ruling brother’s wishes.

Dwork, the state health commis­ 
sioner, says he also has copies 
‘‘for ‘do-gooders’ who don’t know 
what to do.” 
The average student spends 1,100 
hours a year in school—in class­ 
rooms, on the playground, in the 
halls and washroom s and in the 
cafeteria. 
‘‘Thus the child’s health and hap­ 
piness depend a great deal on the 
living conditions at school,” says 
a forward. ‘‘In addition, the child 
will be influenced throughout his 
entire life by the knowledge gain­ 
ed and habits formed in school. 
The school should teach modern 
hygenic living by practice. Good 
environment m eans clean health­ 
ful surroundings. It means better 
living.” 
The booklet explains standards 
for healthful and safe playgrounds, 


school rooms and equipm ent, light­ 
ing, heating and ventilation, waste 
disposal, etc. 
A parent or teacher or other 
interested person can use the book­ 
let for an inspection tour of a 
school.

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NOBLE EXPERIMENT 
TO FURTHER what has been described 
as one of the nobler experiments of the 
times, 5,000 French bees have just landed 
in New York for study by the American 
Museum of Natural History. The question 
to which an answer is sought is whether 
bees are masters of a secret "which still 
baffles m an—how to command one’s time 
and stomach no m atter the dislocations 
which come of travel. 
Educated at the University of Paris, no 
less, the bee colony has been conditioned 
to feed on clover only between the hours 
of 8:30 and 10:30 p. rn. Thus, if a bee can 
rem em ber, instead of becoming fouled up 
by an ocean crossing, the transplanted col­ 
ony, dining at whatever clover patch is 
closest to Fifth Avenue, will insist on be­ 
ing served from 3:30 to 5:30 p. rn. New 
York daylight time. 
The outcome of this experiment is anx­ 
iously awaited for such light as it m ay pro­ 
vide the international traveler. His confus­ 
ions heretofore have defied clarification. 
He finds it difficult to determine whether 
he won or lost the day which vanished en 
route. 
When the dawn tells him that it should 
be time for ham and eggs, his stomach is 
demanding dinner fare. At his worst, he is 
bothered about whether the present is to­ 
morrow or yesterday. For him, nothing 
moves on schedule except the plane which 
he just missed. 
If the bees have a secret, it is none too 
soon to trick them into divulging it. 


GERMANS ARE COMING 
LOOK FOR generous doses of German 
inventiveness to be infused in the American 
way of life. With political relations between 
Germany and this country restored to 
about normal, businessmen in both nations 
are making connections that will give Am­ 
erican consumer and industrial users a 
wider choice of G erm an goods. 
The inflow of Germ an goods will not be 
through stepped up imports but as a result 
of licensing agreements under which Am­ 
erican firms produce under Germ an pat­ 
ents in this country. By the same token, 
m any American patents are farm ed out 
abroad, to Germany, Britain, France and 
other countries. 
Most businesses, of course, would prefer 
to sell their own goods directly in foreign 
m arkets, but Germans sense that this co­ 
untry’s war-inspired aversion to the fa­ 
therland, while waning, m ight'still express 
itself in the market place. Hence their 
sales forces are not quite ready to storm 
the Atlantic coast, preferring the indirect 
approach. 


ANTIBIOTICS ON THE FARM 
. BEEK EEPERS have found that the in­ 
festation known as “foul brood” m ay be 
eliminated by feeding bees sugar syrup 
mixed with a small dose of sulfathiazole. 
Now it is announced by the magazine Scien­ 
tific American that various antibiotics ef­ 
fective against human illnesses also con­ 
trol rot, flight, smut, mold and mildew in 
certain plants.

They were first delineated in the Rib- 
bentrop-Molotov Pact (1939) which divided 
Europe between Nazi Germany and Soviet 
Russia. At Yalta, Roosevelt and Churchill 
permitted Stalin to regard these areas as 
a Russian sphere. At Potsdam, it was 
agreed that governments were to be es­ 
tablished in these countries by free elec­ 
tions. No free elections have ever been 
held. They have since for all practical pur- 
: poses become part of Russia. 
The satellite countries are: Poland, Ru­ 
mania, Bulgaria, Hungary, Czechoslovakia 
include 
Mongolia, 
Tannu 
Tuv, 
North 
Albania and East Germany. In Asia, they 
include 
Mongolia, 
Tannu 
Tuva, North 
Korea. Red China might be called a satel­ 
lite state, although its position is somewhat 
different because of its size, its history 
and the importance of its leader, Mao Tze- 
tung, in the Marxist world. The satellites 
of Red China are Tibet and Northern In- 
do-China. 
* 
Prior to World War I, a German philos­ 
ophic historian, Baron Heinrich von Treit- 
schke, wrote a book in which he sought to 
establish the need for a number of satellite 
states to protect a great country, such as 
as Germany then was. 
His main concept was that such satellites 
would act as bulwarks of the great country 
so that it never could be attacked. Treits- 
chke tried to reorganize the world so that 
while small nations continued to exist, they 
were wholly dependent upon their mother 
planet for their existence. 
Treitschke has influenced the thinking of 
the Germ ans and Russians because his 
ideas fit what they wanted to be accept­ 
ed as truth. The series of satellite na­ 
tions serve Soviet Russia well from the 
standpoint of military as well as political 
strategy. As they have all been integrat­ 
ed into the Marxist system, they offer 
no severe problems. 
While the United States would like to see 
free nations in Eastern Europe and while it 
is sound political policy to raise this issue 
because so many Americans are vitally in­ 
terested in the homelands of their parents 
and grandparents, the Russians can always 
say that these satellites are Communist co- , 
untries because the peoples of those coun- j 
tries have not opposed the Communist re­ 
gimes in them. And where there are no 
free elections, how can anyone say,w hat 
the people really want? 
Professor Francis G. Wilson of the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois once put it another way: 
. . .In truth, any form of government can 
stand for long periods so long as the sub­ 
ject would rather live under the govern­ 
ment than die resisting it. Revolution is 
more difficult than it was in the last cen- j 
tury because of mass communication and j 
fire power. . .” 
So far as we know, there have been no 
successful revolutions in any satellite co­ 
untries. And those who have resisted have 
either been killed or sent to slave camps. I 
The Communists, having achieved power I 
by revolution, having had a century of ex­ 
perience with revolutionary strategy and 
tactics, are extraordinarily skilled in anti­ 
cipating and supressing deviations.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Treating Heat Victims 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
ONE of the most serious sum ­ 
mer hazards is heat stroke or sun­ 
stroke. 
Overexertion on hot, muggy 
days, particularly if you ar*, not 
accustomed either to heat or ac­ 
tivity, generally is 
cause. If 
your body is deficient in salt, th at 
probably is a contributing factor. 
Your body builds up more heat 
th an can be regulated properly 
by perspiration. 
Sudden Attack 
Symptoms generally come on 
suddenly. Your skin will be hot, 
dry and flushed. You will feel 
weak, nauseous, dizzy. Y ou’ll 
probably have a headache and 
maybe a pain over your heart or 
in your stomach. Patients fre­ 
quently lapse into a coma. 
Your face is congested, your 
veins are swollen and your arte r­ 
ies throbbing. Your breathing 
probably will sound like you are 
snoring. Most im portant, though, 
is the tem perature. Usually it will 
rise above 105 degrees. 
Acute Emergency 
Heat stroke is an acute emer- 
gency. Summon a doctor at once. 
If untreated, it may soon prove 
fatal. 
Place the patient in the cool­ 
est place possible. An ideal spot 
would be an air-conditioned room 
with low hum idity and a tem per­ 
ature of 65 degrees. Remove his 
clothing. 
If the rectal tem perature is 
above 105, place him in a tub of 
80-degree water. Gradually add

ice. Rub him vigorously to pro­ 
mote circulation and to bring the 
hot blood to the surface of the 
body where it can be cooled. 
Check the rectal tem perature 
every five minutes. Remove him 
from the bath when the tem per­ 
ature has fallen to 102 degrees. 


Repeat Baths 
Ordinarily, you shouldn't con­ 
tinue this bath for more than 20 
to 40 minutes. But you can repeat 
it after two or three hours if the 
tem perature rises. 
If the rectal tem perature la be­ 
low 105, sponge him with cold 
water and fan him continuously. 
An electric fan probably is best* 
This somewhat sim ulates th e n at­ 
ural process of sweating. Stop the 
treatm ent when the tem perature 
falls to 102 degrees. 
Your doctor will adm inister any 
drugs he thinks are necessary. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
B. O'C.: Bruise m arks appear on 
my legs for no reason a t all. Can 
this be caused by a nervous con­ 
dition? 
_ Answer: Bruise m arks may be a 
symptom of purpura, a bleeding 
into the skin which is caused by 
various conditions. 
You should have a careful ex­ 
am ination by a physician, includ­ 
ing a complete exam ination of 
the blood, so th a t the clotting 
time and bleeding time and th® 
num ber of blood platelets, which 
help in the clotting of the blood, 
may be determined. Then proper 
treatm ent can be prescribed.

According to the evaluation stud-' 
ies. the greatest danger to “in­ 
habitants” in the homes that sur- j 
vived the blast appeared to be: 1 
flying glass, 
window glass 
and 
furniture. Further studies on the 
blast effects are being conducted 
by government evaluation teams.

IT IS BELIEVED that it will 
show the greatest safety will be 
in the homes with basements or, 
other types of survival shelters, i 
The cost of adding masonry shel-1 
ter is negligable, Rodgers said. 
Rodgers disclosed that the two 
concrete masonry 
homes 
which 
'survived the blast were built to 
the specification 
of 
the 
Pacific 
Coast Building Code, where homes 
are normally designed to resist 
earthquake shocks, He said that 
an important feature of such con­ 
struction is the use of vertical steel 
reinforcing rods 7-8” in diameter 
in the exterior walls in addition 
to horizonal reinforcing. 
The concrete masonry homes 
at “Survival 
City”

Flats were of one story design 
with flat or very low pitched 
roofs. They were built of stand­

apart in the walls, Rodgers ex­ 
plained.

Large Mirror, 
Stock Cabinets 
Glamorize Bedroom 


Problem: What to do about a 
small drab bedroom that needs 
more drawer and closet space, and 
more decorative “oomph”? 
A good workable solution is 
suggested in the sketch below. 


The bed is flanked by roomy ward­ 
robe and drawer units for clothing, 
linens, and blankets. These are 
stock 
ponderosa pine 
cabinets 
which can be brought either fully 
assembled or “knocked down'1 for 
do-it-yourself assembly and in­ 
stallation. 
A couple of pieces of pine are 
cut to size to serve as a headboard 
for books, radio, lamp, flowers, and 
knick-knacks. A mirror, secured 
to the wall between the cabinets, 
extends from the headboard to the 
top of the cabinets. The cabinets 
and headboard may be painted or 
stained to suit the color scheme of 
the room, or simply clear-var­ 
nished lo reveal the natural-grain 
beauty of the pine. 


Houses are not made of rubber, 
but they can be stretched. If you 
want more space, size up your 
present home’s possibilities before 
looking for a larger one. Almost 
any house can be expanded, no 
matter what its size and shape, or 
how small the lot. 
Operation “home stretch” can 
be accomplished in a number of 
ways: by adding a wing, enclos­ 
ing a porch or breezeway, build­ 
ing a room between house and 
garage, finishing the attic or base­ 
ment. or even raising the roof to 
gain a whole floor. 
Comfort Is Basic 
Whatever expansion plan you 
choose, keep these pointers in 
mind: 
The added living or sleeping 
space should be as comfortable as 
the rest of the house. It should be 
cool in summer and warm in win­ 
ter, without costing a fortune in 
fuel or electricity. That means 
insulating both walls and ceilings 
to assure a comfortable tempera­ 
ture all year round, and lower 
fuel bills during the winter. 
Mineral wool can be blown in 
after the room is finished, but it’s 
easier to install it in batt form 
during 
construction. 
Batts 
or 
blankets of mineral wool are neat 
packages made to fit snugly in the 
spaces between studs and joists. 
To save money, a house-holder 
can easily install the insulation 
himself. 
A point to keep in mind is that 
any furnace produces only a set 
amount of heat and often won t 


be big enough to take care of the 
added- space. As an economical 
solution for this problem, the 
Coleman Company, manufactur- 
‘ ers, recommends some kind of 
auxiliary heating equipment—a 
wall heater that fits between wall 
studs, a floor furnace, or a room 
heater. 
Snug Windows Needed 
Wood windows are important 
from the standpoint of room com­ 
fort. Factory-made ponderosa pine 
window' units consists of frames 
and sash, precision-fit and fully 
weatherstripped to minimize air 
leakage and drafts. The more win­ 
dows in the room, the more vital 
is airtightness and the w-ood’s 
natural insulating quality. 
Before building an attic room, 
thoroughly inspect the underside 
of the doof deck for dampness. If 
there are leaks and the contractor 
advises a new weathertight as­ 
phalt shingle roof, it is far better 
to do it before tackling interior 
work.

Attractive flower boxes are 
easy to make. 
For the window-box

(A), make the ends first, add 
the bottom board, allowing it 
to extend beyond the edges of 
the ends, and then plane off the 
excess to the slope of the ends.

Cut them out 
with a coping saw. paint them, 
and fasten to the box with ?*- 
inch brads. 
For Box B make the ends 
first. 
Draw the shape of the 
sloping legs, and drill the 2- 
incn hole before sawing out the 
leg shapes. 
Mark off the re­ 
cesses for the 
side boards, 
using a side board as a guide, 
and saw each end carefully to 
match. 
Assemble by adding the bot­ 
tom; then the two sides. Bore 
about six Vi-inch holes in the 
bottom of each box for drain­ 
age.

wash the appliance with a good 
household paint cleaner to re­ 
move all dirt, grease and wax. 
Then prepare the 
surface for 
painting by rubbing it with steel 
wool or fine sandpaper. Wipe tiff 
the dust and you’re ready to

“ You can dispense with the sand­ 
ing,” Lambert advises, “ if you use 
a material known as ‘liquid sand­ 
paper’ that conditions the surface 
so the paint will cling properly.

NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV, who seems to be top banana in the Krem­ 
lin now that Premier Georgi Malenkov is out, took his first real step 
up the ladder by trying to squash the biggest troublemakers In Russia 
—the Ukrainians. The unruly, proud Ukrainians 
have always wanted to break away and form their 
own nation. Russians get sore when Ukrainians 
scornfully call them katsap, meaning “goat beards,” 
and get even by dubbing the Ukrainians khokhol, 
or “bushy tops.” 
These same Ukrainians, the only people In Rus­ 
sia who eat com Instead of feeding it all to the pigs, 
almost made Khrushchev eat crow. 
Shortly after World War II, Stalin ordered 
Khrushchev to the Ukraine to snap these sullen, 
anti-Communist people out of It and get them to 
produce more food hi “Russia’s 
breadbasket.” 
Khrushchev was well prepared: he had one of the 
two or three bulletproof Cadillacs in the entire 
Ukraine.

Khrushchev's offlceln the region’s capital at Kiev 
Khrushchev 
waa twic® 
a* the President’s study in the 
White House. And he probably took a history book 
along with him, for he remembered when the Czarist Prime Minister 
Stolypin had been assassinated in the Kiev opera house back in 1911. 
Khrushchev took the very same 
box and draped its side with heavy 
red velvet so nobody could tell 
whether or not he was In the place 
during a performance. 
In the summer of 1946, Khrush­ 
chev got to work. Some 64 per 
cent of the Ukraine’s regional 
party chairmen and 38 per cent of 
the regional secretaries lost their 
jobs. Two-thirds of the directors 
of the farm tractor stations were 
busted. 


Despits 
all 
this, 
Khrushchev 
managed to get things moving 
enough to be called back to Mos­ 
cow In 1949, when he began to 
climb to real power. 
Those Ukrainian days may still 
be worrying Khrushchev. 
Only 
last year, a big show was put on 
in Moscow to celebrate the 300th 
anniversary of the union of th* 
Ukraine with Russia. 
It was supposed to bs all Khrush­ 
chev’s baby but while he looked 
on and beamed, a Ukrainian party 
speaker for the occasion flung 
some harsh words against Ukrain­ 
ian nationalist exiles outside Rus­ 
sia who had “found shelter in the 
American garbage dump.”

Firm Lowers 
Its Rate Scale j 


New low auto insurance 
rates 
started Monday for most Ohio po­ 
licyholders of one leading auto in­ 
surance company. Two new rating 
plans for members of State Farm 
Mutual Automobile I n s u r a n c e 
Company were announced by Nor­ 
man R. Sleight, Ohio state director 
of agency operations for the com­ 
pany. 
Biggest savings will go to plea­ 
sure cars with no male 
oper­ 
ator under age 25 and to older 
models. Rates for liability cover­ 
age will now be figured under a 
new four-group plan, based on 
age of male drivers and pleas­ 
ure or business use of car. 
A new “Step Down Plan” for 
comprehensive and collision insur­ 
ance drops these rates twice, once 
when the car is two model years 
old and again when it is four mo­ 
del years old. Thus, the 
“Step 
Down Plan” cuts rates immedi­ 
ately for 1952 and 1953 models, 
even more substantially for 1951 
and older cars. In addition, there 
are slight reductions on most 1954 
and 1955 models, depending on ter­ 
ritory and coverage. 
For pleasure cars with no male 
operator under 25, there are sub­ 
stantial reductions on liability in­ 
surance throughout the state. Bet­

RATES ARE increased for fam­ 
ily cars with an occasional (not 
principal) male driver under 35, 
and for business use cars.
